TRAJANOVSKI. — 


Branko, a big man in every sense of the word, with 
a ready smile and philosophical approach to life in 
general, is the hard working and efficient secretary of 
the old Makedonia (now Preston) Soccer Club. He 
came to Australia from Austria in 1957 and played 
in Victoria for HAJDUK Soccer Club. 


Hajduk, Preston Cro- 
atia and Geelong Croatia 
eventually amalgamated 
to form Makedonia SC 
“in 1958. 

Born in the Macedoni- 
an city of Skoplije; in 
1933, Branko, like so 
many European young- 
sters, started kicking a 
ball almost before he 
could walk. 

He has played foot- 
ball, and since retiring, 
administered it, all his 
life. Like all devout Soc- 
cer men, he loves the 
game passionately and 
immediately one season 
finishes is thinking about 
and working for the next. 

In 1958, he married 
Anna who has presented 
him with three fine chil- 
dren. Jimmy, 15 years 
old, is playing with the 
under 16 side at Preston, 
John who is 9 and Susan 
4 are the others. 

Branko played with 
Makedonia as centre half, 
from 1958 to 1963. His 
last three seasons as cap- 
tain/coach. 

He was co-selector 
with Alec Glennie (form- 
er Slavia State League 
star) in the club’s palmy 
days, 1964/65/66, when 
rose to State 
League. In Yugoslavia, 
Branko was with a third 
division side in the 
Slovenian State League, 


and having played the 
game all his life, just nat- 
urally had to carry on 
with it when he came to 
Melbourne. 

When Makedonia, in 
company with other 
ethnic named clubs, 
adopted a district name, 
they became Preston 
with headquarters at Col- 
lier Street. 

In 1972, Preston were 
demoted to Division Two 
of the Met. and Branko 
took on the job of secre- 
tary, a position he still 
holds. 

Branko brought a pro- 
fessional approach to the 
administration of the 
club, but modestly says 
that he could not have 
done the job without the 
tremendous help and 
backing of president Jim 
Sapermis and treasurer 
Alec Klashov. 

~The club has establish- 
ed good relations with 
the Preston City Council, 
who have spent a large 
amount already this sea- 
son on the playing area 
at Collier Street. 

Big news is that this 
very progressive council 
is developing a large 
sports area at Reservoir 
and at least two Soccer 
pitches with first class 
club rooms and facilities

VERNONS, the big British company who will ranch 


soccer pools for the first 


time in Melbourne next 


October, have promised they will not be complicated. 
They are hoping to capture the big market here by 
. encouraging Australians to take part. 


There is already a big 
market to be gained be- 
cause there are 750,000 
British migrants living in 
Victoria and all of them 
have heard of Vernons 
from their native home- 
land. Many of them in 
fact still take part and 
send their coupons week- 
ly to Liverpool, in Eng- 
land. 

But the Vernons com- 
pany which is being set 
up in- Melbourne wants 
to educate the Australian 
how to play the pools 
rather than gamble on 
them. 

A Vernons official 
said last week “it won’t 
be so much of a gamble 
but a game”.
